FORMER MAYOR 
COMMITS SUICIDE 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Aug. 21.—Paul C. 
Barth, was deposed recently 
Mayor of this city, shot and killed him- 
self here toady. 

The removal of Mr. Barth from the of- 
fice of Mayor was the result of the 
decision of the Kentucky Court of Ap- 
peals overturning the municipal election 
of 1905. On the face of the returns, as 
counted on election day, the Democratic 
ticket for city and county officers (Jef- 
ferson County) had been declared elect- 
ed, but a contest in the courts was in- 
stituted by representatives of the fusion 
ticket, the only one in the fleld against 
the Democrats. 

The Court of Appeals in the final 
hearing of the case decided that “gross 
frauds’ in the matter of repeating, il- 
legal voting, intimidation of voters and 
falsification of the counts prevailed to 
such an extent as to render the elec- 
tion invalid. 

Under the terms of the court's man- 
date it became incumbent on Gov. 
Peckham to appoint boards of council- 
men and aldermen and a Mayor for the 
city of Louisville and a County Judge 
for Jefferson County. The Mayor and 
Mounty Judge were, under the law, em- 
powered to fill all the remaining county 
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and city offices made vacant by the de-

Son Withdraws Action to De- 
termine Christian Science 
Leader’s Competency. 





(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS. 
CONCORD, N. H., Aug. 21.—The fa- 
mous suit in equity brought on March 1 
last by George W. Glover, son of Mrs. 
Baker G. Eddy 
" against Calvin &. Frye 


Mary and others as 


‘‘next friends, 


and others, for an accounting of the 


property of the aged head of the Chris- 
tian Science Church, came to an abrupt 
end today. 

Immediately after opening of court in 
the continued hearing regarding Mrs. 
Eddy’s competency before Judge Edgar 
Aldrich and co-masters, William § EE. 
Chandler, senior counsel for the ‘‘next 
friends,’’ announced having filed a mo- 
tion for dismissal of the suit. 

This was the second day of the sec- 
ond week of the masters’ hearing upon 
the competency of Mrs. Eddy. Upon 
the masters taking their seats, William 
E. Chandler, senior counsel] for the next 
friends, addressed the Court, saying: 

*‘‘May it please the Court, it will 
doubtless be a relief to the masters to 
be informed that the counsel for the 
next friends have this day filed with 
the clerk of the court a motion for the 
dismissal of the pending suit and that 
they hereby withdraw their appearance 
before the masters without asking from 
them any finding upon the question sub- 
mitted to them by Judge Chamberlain. 

“There are many reasons for this ac- 
tion. The principal one arises from a 
consideration of the unprofitableness of 
any immediate result of a decision in 
eur favour npon the exact issue as now 
framed; conip.red with the burdens and 
disadvantages to be endured by us, 
both before and after such a decision. 

‘The suit has been almost wholly al- 
truistic in its nature and not a single 
dollar of the large fortune whose exist- 
ence is disclosed, or which might be 
enlarged in consequence of this suit, 
can become at this time the property of 
the next friends. There are also rea- 
sons sentimental in their character, 
overcoming the strong desire of the 
next friends to prove the facts and vin- 
dicate the reasons upon which the suit 
has been based—which, however, is now 
hereby dismissed.’’ 

Mr. Streeter, counsel for Mrs. Eddy, 
at once presented a motion that the 
masters proceed with the hearing and 
determine her competency to manage 
her business affairs, which was advo- 
cated. 

Suit Commenced in March. 

The suit which has terminated so sud- 
denly was commenced March 1 last, 
when papers were filed in the Superior 
Court. of Merrimack County. It was 
alleged that Mrs. Eady was, and for a 
long time had been, incompetent to 
transact business or understand trans- 
actions conducted in her name or in con- 
nection with her property. This alle- 
gation was made by her son. George 
Washington Glover, of Deadwood, S. D. 

Mr. Glover, his daughter, Mary Baker 
Glover, and George W. Baker of Ban- 
gor, Me., the only surviving nephew of 
Mrs. Eddy, appeared in the proceedings 
as ‘‘next friends’’ of Mrs. Eddy, who 
was the nominal plaintiff in the pro- 
ceedings. 

The defendants were Calvin D. Frye, 
private secretary, and Lewis C. Strang, 
assistant secretary to Mrs. Eddy; Prof. 
Hermann 8S. Herring, the first reader 
of her church in this city; Irving C. 
Tomlinson, a member of the Church 
Board of Lectureship; Joseph <Arm- 
strong, William B. Johnson, Stephen A. 
Chase and Bliss Knapp of Boston, and 
Edward A. Kimball of Chicago, promi- 
nent Christian Scientists. 

The bill prayed, ‘first, for an account- 
ing for all defendant's transactions in 
connection with Mrs. Eddy’s affairs; 
second, for restitution in case wrong- 
doing appears; third, for an injunction 
during litigation against interference 
with her property and business and, 
fourth, for the appointment of a re- 
ceiver. 

According to the plaintiff's counsel, 
who are John W, Kelly of Portsmouth, 
Martin & Howe of Concord and former 
Senator W. E. Chandler, president of 
the Spanish Claims Committee at 
Washington. Mr. Glover had been for 
some time inclined to believe that his 
mother was too feeble in body and 
mind to attend to her extensive and 
importance business matters. 

Wrote Several Articles. 
The suit caused widespread interest 


and comment. Mrs. Eddy has been in- 


terviewed a score of times by reporters 
and editors of newspapers and maga- 
zines, and the interviews have been 
published. Although before this seldom 
appearing in print, she has written a 
number of letters on public topics or 
concerning ‘her work, which indicated 
that her mind was clear and alert. 

In the trial of the case, although her 
attorneys objected to her being brought 
into court or unnecessarily annoyed, 
Judge Aldrich and his co-masters with 
the leading attorneys on both sides vis- 
ited Mrs. Eddy and held an extended

TIMES BY WOMAN 


Mrs. Lampe’s Husband Takes 
Her From Tillman, Who 
Is Led Back to Cell. 





Mrs. Lizzie A. Lampe of 1215 St. Louis 
avenue, a stout matron 35 
after firing four shots at Charles N. 


Tulman, was dismissed Wednesday in 
the Dayton Street Police Court, and 
Tillman, who escaped injury by her bul- 
lets, was fined $5 for disturbing her 
peace, 

Mrs. Lampe said tmmediately after 
she was arrested that Tillman had 
choked her and threatened to kill her. 
She was locked up at the Carr Street 
Station, and Tillman called there to see 
her. He was locked wp on a cross 
charge of disturbing her peace. 

The two were taken at 2 a. m. Wed- 
nesday to the Dayton Street Police 
Station, in readiness to be arraigned, 
and their cells there adjoined. After 
they had conversed, Mrs. Lampe re- 
tracted her statement that Tillman had 
choked her. 

Retracts Her Story. 

‘He didn’t do anything to me,’”’ Mrs. 
Lampe said. “Last Stnday night we 
had a quarrel, and when I found he 
was at Mrs. Lynch’s home I bought the 
revolver intending to kill. him. But 
when the time came I didn’t want to 
hurt him—just scare him. I guess I did 
that. 

May Lampe, the daughter, lives with 
Mrs. Lampe’s mother, Mrs. Sarah E. 
Crawford, at the St. Louis avenue ad- 
dress. She said her mother’ should 
have thought of her before she shot, 
instead of afterward. Mrs. Crawford 
declared that Mrs. Lampe was to blame 
for the separation from William Lampe, 
the husband, with whom she has not 
lived for a year. Both she and the 
daughter expressed favorable opinion 
of the husband. 

Lampe left the courtroom with his wife 
and Tillman was returned to a cell. A 
reporter asked Mrs. Lampe if there had 
been a reconciliation between her and 
Tillman. Her husband answered for 
her. 

“No, there hasn't,” he said; ‘‘and if 
Tillman does not leave ‘ier alone I'll 
do some shooting. I'l shoot straighter 
than Lizzie did.”’ 

The shots were fired at the home of 
Mrs. Anna Lynch, 928 North Thirteenth 
street. Tillman went there Tuesday af- 
ternoon and took a nap in a room on 
the second floor. The first shot from 
Mrs. Lampe’s revolver woke him, and 
he thrust his head out of the window to 
see what the matter was, but quickly 
withdrew it. Mrs. Lynch ran in terror 
from the house through an alley at the

“A number of counties resisted the 
idea of a reign of law a long time; but 
they are practically all now keeping 
step with the music of law and order, 
except St. Louis County. This is the 
black sheep among Missouri counties. 

“Tf it is not as bad as it seems, it 
has the faculty of displaying all of its 
vices and concealing its virtues. 

“The city of St. Louis, in many ways, 
extends far beyond the county lines. If 
one stands on the boundaries of county 
and city any Sunday afternoon, he can 
look on one side and see government 
and on the other side anarchy. On the 
city side he can see peace, quiet and 
good order; on the county side, de- 
bauchery and ribald lawlessness. 

Not Easy Task. 

‘The government of a county such as 
st. Louis County, In circling as it does 
the great city of St. Louls that belches 
into it lawless characters afraid to 
operate where the strong arm of the 
police power of the city can reach them, 
is not an easy task at best. 

“When, to these difficulties Incident 
to its location there is added neglect or 
failure of officials to do thelr sworn 
duty, conditions become intolerable to 
every sense of decency and law. 

“IT believe the large majority of peo- 
ple are law-abiding, and that this is 
true of St. Louis County. The law-abid- 
ing there, however, are very quiet, 
while the lawless are perniciously ac- 


tive. 
Looks for Honest Men. 

“A dozen good men, no doubt, can 
be found in the county. It is possible 
that they can be gotten together once 
and adopt a resolution that it would 
be a good thing for someone else to 
do something. 

“J doubt, though, if there are 12 men 
in St. Louls County who will be as 
courageous in standing up for the law 
ana the right as the other fellows are 
in standing by what is lawless and 
wrong.

The strike funds will be used, as far as 
possible, to provide for the women 
strikers and the men with families. 

Matter of Policy. 

As the telegraph companies are taking 
on men every day, and say they will not 
discharge them, even in the event of a 
settlement. to make room for the union 
men, it is apparent to the strike lead- 
ers that it.is policy to place as many of 
their men in positions as possible. 

The telegraph companies are getting 
operators from all parts of the coun- 
try. Many of their operators are 
strangers in St. Louis. 

Chief Operator Bellman of the West- 
ern Union said that he had 12 good 
operators at work Wednesday, and by 
the end of the week would increase hi 
force to 150. He said that most o 
the operators were taking advantage 
of strike conditions to work overtime 
and increase their earnings. Good oper- 
ators, by working from 15 to 18 hours, 
are making from $10 to $20 a day dur- 
ing the strike. aout 

As the companies are paying their liv- 
ing expenses they can save nearly all 
their earnings.

Bellman stated that one striker re- 
turned to work Wednesday.

Thomas H. Musgrave of Barfield, Ark., | 
a wealthy planter, has filed suit for di- 
vorce from Mrs. Josie Musgrave of St. 
Louis. This is the fifth time that Mus- 
grave has applied to the divorce courts 
for relief from matrimonial bonds. 

Mrs. Musgrave, who was formerly 
Miss Josie Perdue of St. Lo-'>. assisted 
deputy constables from Mi * Kinney’s 
office to raid Musgrave’s room on Law- 
ton avenue a few weeks ago and carry 
away all of his clothes and other prop- 
erty that could be found. Musgrave was 
in the bathroom at the time and the 
constables made a determined effort to 
capture his trousers. Mrs. Musgrave’'s 
participation in this affair is made one 
of the grounds for the divorce. 

The Arkansas planter came to St. 
Louis last October tc get married in a 
hurry. The Federat Court in Arkan- 
sas had just . rendered judzments 
against him in favor of Miss Marion 
Emmons and Adilina Vitt of St. Louis, 
and it was necessary for the planter 
to be married in order to protect his 
property from seizure.

Mrs., Mus- 
grave waited untit] her husband came 
to St. Louls, and when she found him 
here she aided deputy constables in an 
effort to get hold of his roll of money 
containing about $1600.

Mrs. Mefford caused Brown's arrest 
ten days ago and he was fined $10 in 
the Dayton Street Police Court by Jus- 
tice O’Hallaron. At that time Mrs. 
Mefford testified that Brown had writ- 
ten objectionable letters to her and had 
called her up as often as twenty times 
a day on the telephone. 

Admits the Assault. 

Estill said Wednesday that Brown 
had annoyed his’ sister for several 
weeks in spite of rebuffs and arrest. 

“IT was walking with my sister Tues- 
day night,’’ he said, ‘““‘when Brown came 
up and attempted to speak to her. I 
interfered and when he resisted I 
struck him with my revolver. Then I 
‘went fi | Hbout! my business."’ 

Brown and Estill were arrested and 
spent, the night in the holdover at the 
Newstead Avenue Police Station, after 
lsrown’s injuries had been treated. They 
were transferred to the Central Police 
Station early Wednesday morning.

Woman Tells of Annoyance, 

Mrs. Mefford, a dashing young wom- 
an of 30 years, was in court to testify 
for her brother and to tell of Brown's 
annoyance of her.

P. G. Paugh of 5003 Delmar boulevard. 
He was then taken to the Newstead 
Avenue Station, where Lieut. McNa- 
mara, questioned him. He had been reti- 
cent and refused to tell anything about 
his injuries. The police were mystified 
until Lieut. McNamara gained the in- 
formation that resulted in Bstill’s ar- 
rest. 

Beaten With a Revolver. 

When Brown was seen by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Wednesday morning 


in the City Hall Police Court, he de- 
nied that he had been annoying Mrs. 


Mefford. He said that he barely knew 
Batill and had never spoken to him 
a half dozen times in his life. 

“Grover Baker, a friend of mine, and

Last Friday night, when 
her husband returned from work his 
wife was gone. un the dining room ta- 
ble were two notes. One told him that 
all the Sunday School money had been 
spent and that she had never kept a 
band account, as the church people had 
directed.

“T would rather face death than face 
my husband’s wrath.”’

THIRD BILL HIT 
PUBLIC UTILITIES 


Delegate Hussey Proposes an Or- 
dinance to Regulate Service 
and Charges. 





Nine members of the Municipal As- 
sembly, to be appointed by the Speaker 
of the House of Delegates and President 
of the Council, instead of by Mayor 
Wells, are to constitute a commission 
for the regulation of public utilities un- 
der an ordinance proposed by Delegate 
Frank Hussey. 

Hussey’s bill is one of three now be- 
fore the Municipal Assembly. One fa- 
thered by Delegate Davis several weeks 
ago provides for a commission of three 
members to be selected by the Mayor. 
Councilman Cramer is the author of 
another contemplating a commission of 
nine, of which the Mayor, President 
of the Council, Speaker of the House 
of Delegates, City Counsellor and four 
laymen are to be members. 

In addition to the nine members— 
three of whom are to be councilmen— 
Hussey’s bill makes provision for an 
attorney at a salary of $300 a month, 
experts at $10 a day and a clerk at $200 
a month. The bill carries with it also 
an appropriation of $15,000 for expenses, 
including salaries. 

Husséy’s commission would have 
power to investigate charges exacted by 
all public service corporations—including 
those furnishing electricity, gas, heat, 
telephones and transpertation—to compel 
the attendance of witnesses, the pro- 
duction of books and records and to 
make recommendation of legisiation 
deemed necessary.

This system 
gridirons the best portions of the Cen- 
tral West, being especially strong in 
Northern Illinois, Wisconsin, Northern 
Michigan, Minnesota and South Da- 


kota. 

A new line pein pushed across 
rt the Pacific, following the general 
course of the Northern Pacific and run- 
ning for many hundred miles within 
Sight of the trains of the latter road. 
Grading for the road is being hurried 
all along the route. 

Riding across the continent on the 
Northern Pacific the 
continuous line of camps, from which 
the Standard Oil grading crews are 
working in both directions, and so rap- 
idly is the task being pushed that it 
is predicted with confidence that by 
Jan. 1 the road’s crack train, the Pio- 
neer Limited, will be running into this 
city.

Provincetown, 
the New York World, in an editorial 
entitled “‘Mr. Rooesvelt's speech—More 
Mudg@iing of Government,” today ar- 
raigned the President in scathing terms 
for his uncertain policy and his mania 
for new schemes of legislation, which, 
with the attacks of State legislatures on 


railroads, prompted by his example, 
have impaired public confidence, weak- 
ened credit and endangered the success- 
ful management of railroads and other 
The editorial follows: 

Always more law, more law, like 
the daughters of the  horse-leech 
crying “Give! Giver” When will 
the President's clamor for new leg- 
isiation end? When will he give the 
legitimate business interests of the 
country a breathing spell? 

The grave defect of Mr. Roose- 
velt’s corporation policy is that he 
has no policy. He has advocated a 
constitutional amendment to enable 
the Government to suppress the 
trusta; he has advocated publicity as 
the first essential step in controlling 
these corporations and secured the 
agencies of such publicity; he has 
promised the strictest enforcement of 
the Sherman law; he has explained 
why “good” trusts should not be pros- 
ecuted at all; he has advocated Fed- 
eral licenses for all corporations en- 
gaged in interstate commerce; he has 
undertaken to have receivers appoint- 
ed for corporations that violate the 


law; he has advanced the astounding 


doctrine that under the post-roads 
clause Congress can contrel any com- 
mon carrier that transports the mails; 
he has demanded and obtained the 
power through a commission to fix 
railway rates; he has declared that 
no criminal, high or low, whom the 
Government could convict would es- 
cape punishment; he has explained 
why the prosecution of these crimin- 
als is generally inexpedient—and now 
he has arrived at a Federal incorpora- 
tien law as the sovereign remedy. 
Mr. Roosevelt advances one new 
etheme after another, until the business 


mind is bewildered in the mazes of pres- i 


idential experimentation. 

His example as a curber of corpora-

To make confusion worse confounded, 
a sharp conflict of authority has arisen 
between State authorities and Federal 
courts in half a dozen states. Judge 
Jones of the United States District 
Court has enje@ined the authorities of 
Alabama, including every Sheriff and 
every solicitor, from enforcing the new 
rate law against the Louisville & Nash- 
ville Railroad until its validity can be 
determined. 

Southern Surrendered. 
In the same State the Southern -Raii- 


read surrendered to the authorities be- 
cause it feared {o conduct its case in 
the Federal courts on account of a bit- 
terly hostile local sentiment. 

In North Carolina it made a 


surrender for the same reasons and the 
Governor of North Carolina, in the out- 
burst of patriotism, explains that while 
he would have called out the militia to 
enforce the decrees of State courts 
against Federal courts, he would not 
have ordered his State troops to fire on 
Federal troops. 

More legislation has been passed in a 
single year than the courts can dispose 
of in the next three years. Of this mass 
of railroad legislation, not a single act 
bas yet been Wpheld by the United States 
Supreme Court. The validity of even 
the national rate law is yet to be deter- 
mined, and Secretary Taft admitted in 
his speech Monday that the United 
States Supreme Court has never decided 
the question whether Congress could de!- 
egate to a commission its power to fix 
rates. 

From every economic point of view 
the situation of the railroads is per- 
plexing, if mot precarious. The na- 
tional Government and 45 State Gov- 
ernments are seemingly set on doing 
the same thing in the same way. 

Any railroad long enough to cross 
a State border is subject to from 
three to twenty different regulations 
and regulators. Not content with 
supplying the deficinecies of Federal 
regulations, the states are trying to 
exercise co-equal and co-ordinate 
powers, thus creating 46 different 
masters for the railroad interests as 
a whole to serve. 

Whatever crimes railroad manipu- 
lators have committed in the past, 
whatever stupidities their present 
management may be guilty of, the 
ronds cannot be subject to 46 kinds of 
rates and 46 different masters and sur- 
vive. They would be ground into 
bankruptcy between the upper and 
mether mill stones of State and Fed- 
eral authority, to the lasting injury of 
every wage-worker, to the semi-par- 
alysis of all business and apalling 
damage te all honest industries. 

It is double folly to invent new 
schemes of regulation and excite new 
unrest when acts already passed are 
yet to be worked out in practice and 
tried out in the courts. Never before 
in the history of the country has so 
much actual administration been crowd- 
ed upon the courts, and especially the 
United States courts. 

Never before has the Supreme Court 
been called upon to grapple with so 
many radical and fundamental ques- 
tions involving the control of property

This is 
a simple fact which is worth a pound 
of all the theories that even so vers- 
atile a genius as President Roosevelt 
can invent.

Mr. Roosevelt has not been regulat- 
ing city governments or _ prosecution 
mayors, yet municipalities find them- 
selves in the same predicament as rail- 
roads. There is a loss of confidence 
and a contraction of credit everywhere. 
The president of the Bowery Savings 
Bank declared in a World interview not 
long ago that downtown ‘bankers were 
hoafding vast sums in cash merely 
trom a sense 6f appretiension. 


More Collateral Demanded. 

People who have borrowed money on 
railroad or industrial stocks or securi- 
ties are met with demands for ~-more 
collateral. The zone of apprehension is 
steadily increasing in width and it is 
the business of statesmanship to look 
the facts squarely in the face. 

The London Telegraph, which is not 
influenced by party passion or private 
prejudice in its views of American af- 
fairs, believes that “if the movement 
against the trust becomes 4 political 
mania, driven by the impulses of blind 
and destructive hostility, it will be fa- 
tal to the prosperity of America.”’ 

It is convinced that the economic situ- 
ation here “corresponds to the political 
crisis of the Civil War, ‘and anotlier 
Abraham Lincoln would not be too 
great for the emergency.” 

An Abraham Lincoln is too great for 
any emergency, but a satisfactory sub- 
stitute might be found at the present 
time simply in moderation and restraint. 
Give the courts a chance to catch up 
with the legislative authority and define 
the legal principles which must govern 
this great movement to regulate organ- 
ized capital. 


Cannot Decree Confidence. 
The courts can enforce justice and 
prevent injustice, but they cannot decree 
confidence and credit. Neither can leg- 
islatures legislate confidence and credit. 





Mr. Roosevelt cannot proclaim confi- 
dence and credit. 

We are not censuring the President 
for enforcing the anti-trust laws and up- 
holding the power of the Federal Gov- 
ernment over interstate commerce. It 
was time that power was vindicated. 
For 24 years the World has urged the 
authority of the United States Gov- 
ernment to protect the people from the 
rapacity of trusts, monopolies and great 
corporations. The Sherman law, which 
the World insistently advocated, was a 
tremendous triumph for public opinion, 
but it remained dead until Mr. Roosevelt 
quickened it into life. Mr. Cleveland re- 
garded it with indifference: Mr. Olney, 
his Attorney-General, treated it with 
open contempt. 

Then came Mr. McKinley, with Mark 
Hanna brazenly selling to corporations 
the privilege of violating the law in ex- 
change for campaign contributions. 
There is no more shameful chapter in 
American history. 

Regarded as a Joke. 

Is it surprising that financiers and 
trust managers came to regard the Sher- 
man law as a rather disreputable joke? 
If the United States Government showed 
no respect for its own statute, how 
could individuals be expected to volun- 
teer such respect? 

The belief was generally established in 
financial circles that the anti-trust act 
was only @ convenient decree for filling 
campaign chests, and that the purchase 
of immunity was a sacred duty which 


owed to his stockholders. The United 
States Government winked at and con- 
nived at violations of Its own laws, and 
this fact deserves to be considered in 
the prosecution of long-past offenses. 
It remained for Mr. Roosevelt to end 
his scandal, although he himself bene- 
fited politically by tmmense contribu- 
tions from men like Harriman. He him- 
self committed grave public scandal by 
taking Mr. Cortelyou from the super-

Not content with this, Mr. Roosevelt 
aggravated the scandal by raising Mr. 
Cortelyou, the receiver of Wall street 
campaign funds, first to be Postmaster-

Treasury. 

Mr. Roosevelt knew the scandal of 
Hanna's corruption fund in 1896. He 
knew it in 1900, when he was a candi- 
date for Vice-President. He knew by 
his own admissions of the Harriman 
contribution in 1904, and yet he held 
his pence until he was safely elected 
President in his own right, while 
tainted money was reaching out te 
control the Government, 

To this extent Mr. Roosevelt, lke 
his immediate predecessors, encour- 
aged the belief that Federal laws reg- 
ulating great corporations were not 
to be taken too seriously. For what 
he bas done to enforce these laws the 
World giadly gives him most gener- 
ous credit. It will not withdraw one 
word of the unstinted praise it has 
bestowed upon him, but at the pres- 
ent moment Mr. Roosevelt by his er- 
ratic and vacillating course, his lack 
of moderation and judgment, his re- 
fusal to weigh his words or consider 
their consequences, is in danger of do- 
img almost as much injury to legiti- 
mate as to illegitimate business inter- 
ests.

The court and 
the jury and the people will read the complaint 
and that is likely to®answer every purpose. 
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WE ARE CHARGING TOO MUCH FOR WATER. 

An annual balance of over a million dollars in 
the Water Department, after paying all operating 
expenses, interest on bonds, and for necessary ex- 
tensions and improvements, has set city officials 
to considering means by which the money may be 
legally transferred to the general Municipal Rev- 
enue Fund to meet current expenses and special 
appropriations. 

These officers are at work on the ~rong end 
of the problem. The plain logic of the situation 
is that water rates ought to be reduced. In the 
nature of a commodity or facility serving a uni- 
versal public necessity, water should be supplied 
by the municipality at cost. It cannot be made 
too cheap. 

Water rates should not be made a special means 
of direct taxation, or a supplemental means. No 
justification can be found for placing such a 
burden as that upon the poor. 

There are some municipal utilities which do not 
sustain themselves, and under certain conditions 
it is proper to make the remunerative pay for 
the unremunerative, instead of referring the 
whole burden to direct taxation. But no such 
case is exhibited here. 

In any event inequity would result from charg- 
ing high prices for water in order to create gen- 
eral revenue. The balance of more than a million 
on the books should be wiped out by a reduction 
in rates. 

Unless rates are reduced the balance will grow, 
to the benefit of nobody under the present system. 
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If Mr. Bryan cannot patch up that rickety old 
fusion between the Democrats and Populists of 
Nebraska, he will come into the next Democratic 
national convention with a noticeable limp. 
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FOR THE HOUSE OF DELEGATES TO SAY. 

A House of Delegates honestly interested in 
the City of St. Louis would have acted promptly 
on the location of the free bridge. 

The people who elected the delegates are virtu- 
ally unanimous in the demand for a free bridge, 
with the least possible delay. 

Opposed to them is a monopoly, comprising a 
few individuals but representing money and prop- 
erty, that finds profit in the delay—that fought 
the bridge movement from the first and will fight 
it to the last. 

Between these two interests—the people and the 
monopoly—stand the delegates. 

Whom will they serve—Whom are they serv- 
ing? If they maintain that they are still in the 
service of the people, then. why do they cater to 
the purposes of the monopoly? 
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Judge Ryors, who has held court in the county 
for a few weeks, opines that the world is con- 
stantly growing better. That may be true with- 
out helping St. Louis County any. What is want- 
ed at Clayton just now is not a telescope, but a 
pair of spectacles. 
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THE PLATITUDINOUS MR. WOLF. 

While there will be no disposition anywhere 
to prejudge Francis M. Wolf, who has been ap- 
pointed special prosecutor in St. Louis County, 
it is to be regretted that he is not better known 
as an uncompromising foe of lawlessness and 
corruption. 

The place to which he has been assigned is not 
one for the display of the judicial temperament. 
It calls for zeal, energy and partisanship in 
favor of thé people. 

With this in mind we have only to say that 
Mr. Wolf’s remarks on accepting the office were 
not particularly reassuring. 

They were platitudinous nothings. 
not indicate either knowledge or vigor. 

Time will show what Mr. Wolf is made of and 
what his intentions are. If he is to succeed he 
will have to divest himself of the idea that a 
prosecutor’s mouth must be adjusted at all times 
to pie, prunes and prisms.

The recent advance in the retail price 
of ordinary grades of sewing cotton 
from 5 to 6 cents a spool, which was 
put into effect by the Thead Trust in 
this country arid Great Britain, em- 
phasizes the discrepancy iny the values} 





parison with those given to their Eng- 
lish cousins by the two British compa- 
nies, which virtually control the manu- 
facture and sale of thread in all parts 
of the world. Comparison tetween the 
sizes of the spools sold in this country 
and abroad at the same price tell the 
story. British customers of the trust 
pay 3 cents for a spool containing 200 
yards. For the same spool here 6 cents 
is charged—yet the tariff duty amounts 
to only 1 cent on every 200 yards. In 
other words, the 6-cent spool in Great 
Britain contains twice as much thread 
as the 6-cent spool here, and the addi-« 
tional price paid in this country is 
three times the duty. 

Blame for this condition is wholly laid 
at the doors of the trust, since the as- 
sertions of the threadmakers that the 
raw matewal costs more in this coun- 
try than in Great Britain is easily dis- 
proven. The world has free trade in 
cotton and the raw material for cotton 
thread is delivered at mills in England 
and this country at virtually the same‘ 
price. 





Bonds for the People. 
From the New York World, 

The wish which was father to the 
fear that the experiment of selling city 
bonds ‘“‘over the counter’’ would be a 
failure has not been realized. 

The public has shown its appreciation 
of the opportunity of investing in a 
first-class 4 per cent security at par by 
buying more of the bonds within three 
days than were sold altogether as a re- 
sult of the preliminary advertising for 
bids at the second trial. It has been a 
repetition on a smaller scale of the suc- 
cessful plan of selling Government 
bonds direct to the people which The 
World advocated and carried through 
during Mr. Cleveland's administration. 

Apparently the only persons disap- 
pointed are the brokers and those who 
see a fancied loss of dignity In the sale 
by the city of its securities in small 
lots. It is of advantage to the city that 
its stock should be absorbed by small 
holders. The fact that such investors 
have preferred the city’s 4 per cent 
stock to railway and industrial stocks 
now selling at prices which net from 6 
to 10 per cent on the investinent speaks 
well for their conservative judgment. 
Incidentally it illustrates their prefer- 
ence for dealing directly with princi- 
nals rather than through brokerage 


houses.
